Macy  (Maysey)  Family 
The  Maysey  family  is  said  to 
have  borne  from  Ireland  to  Am- 
erica. The  name  is  found  in  the 
southern  part.,  the  progenitors 
having  come  from  England.  Ac- 
cording to  tradition,  there  was  a 
Claiborn  Macy  in  the  early  his- 
tory of  the  family.  The.  first  i 

known  record  is  the  gift  by  deed 
of  150  acres  in  Prince  William 
County,  Va.,  by  William  Spiller 
to  t his^  “loving  granddaughter 
,Mary”^nd  her' husband,  John 
Maysey,  in  1748.  They  resided 
'.in-  Truro  Parish  of  Fairfax  Co., 
Va,.  This  tract  was  later  order- 
ed sold  in  the.  will  of  Philip 
Majon  in  1779.-.  He  had  been 
married  to  the  widow  of  John 
Maysey  and  thereby  acquired 
title  to  it.  The  money  realized 
in  the  sale  was  to  be  paid  one- 
third  to  his  widow,  Lcttice,  apd 
two-thirds  to  Robeft  Masey,  her 
Son.

He  owned  no  real 
estate  but  his,  widow  obtained  a 
tract  of  200  acres  from  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  Northern  Neck, 
19  Aug.,  1760  on  the  lives  of  her- 
self (Lcttice  Massey)  and  child- 
ren, Robert  and  Mary  Massey. 
From  the  inventory  of  the  estate 
of  John  Maysey  and  the  fact 
that  he  did  not  live  on  the  land 
in  Prince  William,  county^  he 
must  have1  been  a country  Shop 
keeper  as  he  .had  some  livestock.

Charles  is  known 
‘y  by  a reference  stating  that 
went  to  Hamilton  Co.,  Tenn., 
i'ier  having  resided  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  his  brother  and  sisters 
n Tenn.  as  did  some  of  the  Tun- 
nells.  Armstrong’s  book  states 
he  was  in  the  Mexican  War  but 
he  wodld  have  been  too  old  for 
service.  A Charles  Macey  (Mas- 
ey, ’ Macy)  was  mustered  into 


the  service  of  the  US  at  Harri- 
son (now  Hamilton  county), 
Tenn.,  in  Co.  H.  4th  Regt.  Tenn. 
Vol.  Inf.  i 1847  and  Charles  P. 
Macey  (Masey,  Massey,  Moy- 
sey) aged  20,  no  doubt  his  son, 
was  on  the  same  day  mustered 
into  Co.  A.  of  the  same  regi- 
ment. Charles  died  in  the  Gen- 
eral Hospital  at  Jalapa,  Mexico, 
11  Jan.  and  Charles  P.  at  the 
same  place  20  Feb.  1848.  Mary, 
who  mar.  William  Tunhell  in 
Fairfax  Co.,  in  1771,  is  consid- 
ered for  several  generations  of 
descendants  in  Armstrong’s  book 
already  referred  to.

According  to  tradi- 
tion, the  Macy  ancestor  served 
in  that  War.  The  orderly  book 
was  picked  up  on  the  batterfield 
at  Newark,  N.  J.  by  a Connecti- 
cut soldier  and  was  carried 
home,  bein’g  made  known  to, 
Virginia  history  in  1894  by  - his 
descendant,'  the  gracious  lady 
who  had  possession  of  it  at  that 
time. 

The  Tunnells  were  in  Ander- 
son Co.  Tenn.  and  Robert  Macey 
was  listed  there  in  the  tax  rec- 
ords for  1802.  He  sold  200  acres 
of  land  in  1807.  William  Tun- 
ned, Sr.,  turned  in  200  acres  of 
taxable  land  for  Charles  Massey. 
Robert  sold  a town  lot  in  1810 
with  James  Tunnell  and  Charles 
Macey'  as  witnesses.  Robert 


Masey  ' moved  to  Breckenridge 
Co.,  Ky.,  in  time  to  be  listed  in 
the  1810  census.  He  and  his 
wife  were  born  before  1765.  He 
died  before  Nov.  1811,  when  his 
estate  was  inventoried.  His  son 
William,  born  in  Virginia  about 
1789  (aged  61  in  1850  census  in 
Breckenridge  Co.,  Ky.)
